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Th E Reaſon why call this the Subſtance of 
the Sermon is, becauſe, when I had wrote about 
half of it, I was ſeized with a violent Sore Throat 
and Fever, which prevented me from proceeding, 
ſo that, when I began to recover, I had loſt every 
Idea of the latter part, which will account for what 
Omiſſions and Additions thoſe * find, who 


heard it preached. 


It may be neceſſary to obſerve, That on this 
occaſion, I could not fulfil my engagement of 40 
pages, but ſhall in my next.

Whereſuver THIS GOSPBL Hall be preached in the whole 
world, there ſhall alſo this, that THIS WOMAN 
hath done be told for a memorial of her. 


HESE words were ſpoken by the God-man Chriſt 
Jeſus, who not only foreſaw the fulfilment of them, 
but had power to make them good: The circumſtance 


occaſioning the fame, was MARY anointing his head _ 
| 15 
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his feet with a coſtly ointment, as a teſtimony of her faith 
in (and love towards) him as God's anointed ; the which, 
gave umbrage to Judas Tom becauſe the value thereof 
was not rather put into his bag, he being a thief, and fre- 
quently pilfering out of the fame. HE, influencing the 
reſt of the diſciples, cauſed them to murmur at the appar- 
ent profuſion; while they, raſhly cenſuring the woman, 
came much behind her in their affection to their Saviour; 
the which Chriſt made manifeſt by reproving them, while 
he highly applauded the woman's act, ne « Whereſoever 
THIS GOSPEL /hall be preached in the whole world, there ſhall 
alſo this, that THIs WOMAN hath done, be told for a memorial 
of her.” And here I may obſerve, that what was ſaid of 
Mary, may be truly ſaid of SELINA, the late departed 
Mother in Iſrael, on whoſe account thoſe words are choſen 
to be inveſtigated this evening. May God, the Holy Spirit, 
make them quick and powerful to all our ſouls. 


In conſidering theſe words, I ſhall, 


FIRST, Conſider and deſcribe THIS GOSPEL, and here 


I muſt be as brief as poſſible, leſt you ſhould think it a 
wearinels. „ 


The pronoun TH1s, does not imply that there is another 
Goſpel, but only that there are other tems which are called 
Goſpel, which are not the true Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt. Thus 

the great Apoſtle of the Gentiles, when writing to the 
church of Galatia, chap. 1. ver. 6, argueth the caſe with 
them: They had, after the Apoſtle's departure, received 
another ſyſtem than that which he had delivered them, and 
they thought it was Goſpel, they called it ſo; at which Paul 
was amazed. „I marvel (ſaid he) that ye are ſo ſoon 
« removed from him that called you into the grace of 
« Chriſt unto another Goſpel; which (ſaith he) is not ano- 
“ ther; - though ſome trouble you by palming it on you 
as goſpel, while in reality they pervert the goſpel of Chriſt. — 
For if AN MAN preach any other Goſpel, (that is, any other 
ſyſtem for goſpel) than that ye have received, let HI be ac- 
curſed. As it was with the Galatians of old, fo it is with 
moſt in our day, Arianiſm, Socinteniſm, Arminianiſm, Po- 
pery, and the Deiſt's ſyſtem of moral ethicks, ALL paſs cur- 
rent with them for goſpel, and with moſt, for very ooo 
| goſpel, 
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goſpel. But the words may be read without doing any 
violence to them. This My Goſpel, in oppoſition to all 
other ſchemes, which are called goſpel. 


SECONDLY, Many ſuppoſe that all which is written in 
the four Evangeliſt's is Goſpel! whereas, there are many 
things in their writings which are merely hiſtorical ac- 
counts, either real or ſuppoſed, yet even theſe, the pin- 
nacle of the temple not accepted, are counted by ſome as 
the Goſpel. Not only ſo, but the moral law is interſperſed 
in various parts of the Evangeliſts, and the law is not the 
goſpel, as Paul faith, Gal. iii. 12, «© The law is not of 
faith,” —while this Goſpel is more fully tet forth by the 
Apoſtles Paul, Peter, Fames, and John in their epiſtles, 
than in the four Evangelical hiſtories; as well as largel 
deſcribed in the Levitical Ceremonies, the Prophets and the 
Pſalms, as Chriſt himſelf informed his Diſciples after his 
reſurrection, ſaying, Theſe are the words which I ſpake 
c unto you, while I was yet with you, that all things muſt 
« be fulfilled which were written in the law of Moſes; 
« and in the Prophets, and in the Pſalms, concerning 
cc me.” Luke xxiv. 44. 


Therefore, TrmirRDLY, This Goſpel is ſomething ſub- 
ſtantial, ſomething great, and glorious, worthy the con- 
trivance of God: Therefore, it is called the Goſpel of the 

race of God, Acts xx. 24, the proclamation of Which is 

called Good Tidings— Thus, when the Angel proclaim- 

ed it to the ſhepherds at Bethlehem, he ſaid, . Behold I 

ce bring you good tidings of great joy.” And the pro- 

phet, ſome hundred years before this, ſpake of it in the 

ſame manner, „How beautiful upon the mountains are 

| 4 ce the feet of him that bringeth good tidings, that publiſh- 

| ö « eth peace, that bringeth good tidings of good, that pub- 
5 « liſheth ſalvation, II. Iii. 7. „„ 


This Gofpel comprehendeth all the doctrines of the free 
diſcriminating grace of the Father, as well as the Son, 
together with the love of the Spirit, the third Perſon of 
the ever bleſſed Trinity, in making, it known to the con- 
ſciences of thoſe for whom THIS GOSPEL is preached. As 

a proof of which, I ſhall, in the next place, ſet forth THIs 
, GOSPEL, as it relates to the work of Chriſt, which will cauſe 
* | Q 2 us 
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us to aſcend to the work of the Father, when we ſhall 
again deſcend to the work of the Spirit. And here I ſhall 
notice how Paul ſums up the work of Chriſt, in his Epiſtle 
to the Corinthians, 2 Epiſ. chap. viii. ver. 9, „ Ye know 
« the grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that through he was 
cc rich, yet for your ſakes he became poor, that ye, thro? 
ce his poverty, might be rich.” This deſcription of THIS 
GOSPEL of the grace (or goodneſs) of Chriſt, in the FIRST 
PLACE, comprehends his divinity, he was rich, enrobed 
with light as with a garment, before the glory of whoſe 
majeſty angels veiled their faces, who made all 1 * for 
himſelf, yea even the wicked for the day of evil. Thus 
the Apoſtle John, in his general Epiſtle, faith, « We know 
ce that the Son of God is come, (not only in the fleſh, but 
« into our hearts) and hath given us an underſtanding that 
« we may know him that is true; and we are in him that 
ec is true, even in his Son Jeſus Chriſt. This is the true 
« God and eternal life.” And leaſt any ſhould perſuade 
to the contrary, that Chriſt is not the only wiſe God, and 
yet acknowledge him to be an object of worſhip, he adds, 
ver. 21, Little children keep yourſelves from 1DoLs.” 


SECONDLY, It includes his incarnation, “ He be- 
cc came poor, „ The children being partakers of fleſh and 
cc blood, he alſo himſelf took part of the ſame *,“ C made 
« himſelf of no reputation, and took upon himſelf the 
« form of a ſervant 4,” not only to ſerve his Father, but 
alſo to ſerve his people. Thus HE who was God became 
God with us t, God in our nature, God on our fide, en- 
gaging himſelf on our behalf 8. | 


But, THIRDLY, It includes the work of his life, his 
natural, moral, civil, and religious works, his whole com- 
plete obedience, and righteous conformity to the law, He 
was not only paſſively obedient in not breaking any of 
God's commands or precepts, but he a#:vely performed all 
that was included in the infinitely holy law of God. By 
this obedience his people are juſtified, and reputed righteous. 
Rom. v. 19, „ As by one man's diſobedience, many were 


“ made (or conſtituted) ſinners; fo (juſt ſo) by the ebedi- 


cc ence of one, ſhall many be made (conſtituted) righteous.” 


« And 


© Heb, ü. 14. + Phil. i. 7. 1 Match. i. 23. Y Jer. 30. 21. 
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te And by him all that believe are juſtified from all things,” 


Act xiii. 39. All who have been convinced of unbelief, 


and to whom faith is given, 


FouRTHLY, It comprehends likewiſe the work of his 
death. He died not a natural death, but he died as a male- 
factor, not only in the light of man as crucihed between 
two thieves, but he was numbered with (yea as) the tranſ- 

reſſors under the juſt judgment of God. For he bare 
* ſins of many; he ſubſtituted himſelf in the room and 
ſtead of his people, took all their ſins (which he foreſaw 
they would commit, in thought, word, or deed) upon him- 
ſelf. Thus the Holy Ghoſt, by Peter, faith, « His own 
« ſelf bare our fins in his own body on the tree,” 1 Pet. ii. 
24; he bare the puniſhment due to all the iniquities of 
his people; he was accurſed for them, being made a curſe, 
was + under the curſe of God, as truly, yea more fo, than 
the devils themſelves, the curſe being only another term 
for being damned. Luther was uſed to ſay, Chriſt was the 
greateſt ſinner in the world (imputatively)—What but the 


weight of guilt, and the wrath of God, could have put him 


into ſuch an agony as he was in, in the garden of Gethſe- 
mane ? which burſt the veins of his body, and cauſed him, 


in a cold froſty night, to ſweat, not water only, but water 


and blood. Great drops of blood falling down to the earth; 
realizing the prophet's wonder; „ Who is this that 
« cometh from Edom with died garments from Bozrah, 
c red in his apparel, whoſe garments were like one who 
« treadeth the wine-fat ?*”? * —- and when, to fulfil the de- 
termined counſel of God, he was delivered up into the 
hands of wicked men to be crucified and ſlain, how did 
he ſtruggle under the ponderous load, when under an 
awful ſenſe of his Father's abſence, he cried, «© My God, 
« my God, why haſt thou forſaken me?” Forſaken! that his 
people might never be forſaken : That they might have re- 
demption through his blood, even the forgiveneſs of all 
their fins paſt, preſent, and to come. To this we may 
add, his reſurrection; for as he was delivered for our offen- 
ces, he was raiſed again for our juſtification, Rom. iv. 25, 
i. e. for the juſtification of our faith, to ſhew that our faith 
in him is not vain; his reſurrection ſupporting the credi- 

| bility 
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bility of that faith, by which we believe that he made full 
ſatisfaction to Divine Juſtice, payed the uttermoſt farthing 
of thoſe debts for which he was put into priſon, and there- 
fore was legally diſcharged ; while his members, being 
virtually raiſed up in him, + have à well grounded hope that 
they ſhall be raiſed up with him; ꝗ while his aſcenſion is 
no ſmall part of THIs GosPEL, he being aſcended up on 
high, has led captivity captive, receiving gifts for men, 
yea even for the rebellious, that the Lord God might 
dwell amongſt them & Moreover his ſeſſion at the F 
ther's right hand, ſecures manſions for the Saints, ſeeing 
they are aſcended repreſentatively in him, * while they ac- 
tually aſcend thither in their hearts and affections, and 
long to be with him: In the mean while, THIS GOSPEL 
proclaims the virtue of his office there, that “ He ever 
<« liveth to make interceſſion for them who come to God 
c by him,” Heb. vii. 25. 


This brings me to enquire for whom this Saviour died ? 
for whom this work was done ? 


FirsT, It was not for fallen Angels, for devils. Thus 
the Apoſtle informed the believing Hebrews, chap. ii. 16, 
« He took not on him (or he took not hold of) the nature 
cc of Angels”—Had he took on himſelf their nature, they 
might have been ſaved, but as he did not, they are irreco- 
verably loſt, 


SECONDLY, It was not for all mankind univerſally, but 
for thoſe whom his Father gave him out of the world. 
Among the numerous ni which clearly ſets this 
forth, the following may ſuffice. John xvii. 2, 3, 6, 9, 20, 
« Thou haſt given him power over all fleſh, that he ſhould 
« give eternal life to as many as thou haſt given him. And 
ce this is life eternal, that hey might know thee the only 
c true God, and Jeſus Chriſt whom thou haſt ſent. I 


tc have manifeſted thy name unto the men which thou gaveſt . 


« ne out of the world: Thine they were, and thou gaveſt 
« them me; I pray for them; I pray not for the world, 


« but for them which thou haſt given me.” And leſt any 


ſhould 


+ Eph. ii. 6. Þ 1 Cor. vi. 14. & Palm Ixviii. 18, Eph, iv. 7+ * Eph. ii. 6. 
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fhould think all this was ſpoken merely of the Apoſtles then 
with Chriſt, in the 20th ver. he ſays, “ Neither pray I 
cc for theſe alone, but for them alſo which ſhall believe on 
« me through their word; according to the promiſe made 
by the Father to the Son, Pſalm cx. 3, © Thy people ſhall be 
« willing in the day of thy power.” Hence we are im- 
perceptibly aſcended to the firſt cauſe of all, viz. THE FA- 
THER'S SOVEREIGN CHOICE OF A CERTAIN NUMBER 
OF CERTAIN PERSONS TO ETERNAL LIFE, the which is 
very fully deſcribed in various paſſages of holy writ ; one 
may ſuffice for the reſt, Ephes. i. 4, where the Apoſtle, 
bleſſing God for ſpiritual bleſſings, deſcribes the cauſe 
« According as he hath choſen vs in him, before the founda- 
« tion of the world,” from which paſlage, together with 
thoſe before-mentioned, if one will not believe the elec- 
tion of grace, « Neither would they be perſuaded though 


« one were to riſe from the dead.” Therefore I proceed 
in the 


LasT PLACE, To the work of the Spirit as a branch 
of THIS GOSPEL: And here it may be neceſſary to ob- 
ſerve, that on account of this work, the effects of which 
is vitible to all. Many, through ignorance and enmity, 
have ſuppoſed it to be a SPELL or CHARM ſet upon thoſe 
who are made willing to fall in with its deſign. I was 
very credibly informed ſome few years ago, of a very 
young woman, I think not more than 16, who being about 
to come to London to be bound apprentice, was ſtrictl 
charged by her parents (who were great Phariſees, 7. e. 
work-mongers) not to go among the people called Me- 
thodiſts, for that they would ſet a $PELL upon her, and 
catch her in their net. She being ignorant of what a 
Methodiſt was, (there being none in her country) thought 
they muſt be a ftrange kind of beings, and as curioſity is 
generally raiſed by prohibition, ſhe made enquiry when ſhe 
came to town, expreſſing her defire both to hear and 


| (Zaccheus like) to ſee thoſe ſtrange creatures: Accord- 
ingly, ſhe went, and as God had purpoſed it, ſo it came to 


paſs, ſhe was caught in the net the firſt time, the word of 
God's grace charmed her inmoſt ſoul, and to her joy ſhe 
found it A 8PELL INDEED, even the Go-ſpell of her ſalva- 
tion, upon which ſhe wrote to her friends, and obſerved, 
that their prohibition had raiſed her curioſity, and that, in 
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oing to ſee and hear the Methodiſts, God had caught het 


in his net, + and ſhe prayed the God of all grace to hold 
her faſt; and indeed we are bound to acknowledge, that 
the efficacy of it is like A SPELL or CHARM, fo that when 
God ſends forth the proclamation of it, it is as tho? he had 
ſaid, Go-ſpell, and charm with the voice of charmers , that 
my people may be allured and brought into the wilderneſs $. 
This work is deſcribed by our Lord, under the nature of a 
new birth. John iii. 3, Except a man be born of water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God,” 
yea, he cannot ſee or underſtand the nature or neceſſity of 
THIS GOSPEL, and when THIS SPIRIT performs this 
work, he takes up his reſidence in the hearts of the adopt- 
ed ſons and daughters of the Lord, Gal. iv. 6, „ Becauſe 
< ye are ſons, God hath ſent forth the Spirit of his 
4 Son into your hearts,” and when he comes, “ he con- 
cc yinces them of ſin,” not only of outward overt- acts of 
iniquity committed, but of unbelief. John, xvi. 8, he gives 
them to ſee and feel, that they have been living without 
hope, * conſequently without faith to the ſaving of the 
foul, (for where there is no hope, there is no faith,) that 
their heart is deceitful and deſperately wicked, that all their 
righteouſneſſes are filthy rags, and that they ſtand in need 
of being clothed in the robe of the Saviour's obedience, by 
which work and teaching, they are enabled with holy con- 
fidence to cry, Abd, Father—Lo, theſe are parts of his 
Goſpel, but how little a portion thereof. I come now to 
another general head of doctrine, implied in thoſe words of 
my text, „ ſhall be preached,” viz. That by the appoint- 
ment of God, this Go-ſpel is to be preached. 


When Chriſt, in the days of his fleſh, ſent his Diſciples 
forth to preach, he ſaid, « Go ye into all the world, 


% and preach this Go-ſpel to every creature. He that 


c helieveth this Goſpel ſhall be ſaved, (notwithſtanding 
« his weakneſs, unworthineſs, and wretchedneſs,) and he 
e that believeth not, (tho? he were as blameleſs as Paul, 
&« or righteous as Gabriel,) ſhall be damned; for without 
<« faith, (faith in this Goſpel) it is impoſſible to pleaſe 
« God;” and what Chriſt verbally commanded his 4 

ciples 


+ Matth. xii. 47. f Pfal. Iviii, 5. § Hoſ. ii, 14. Eph, ü. 12. 
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ciples then, he, by his word and Spirit, commands to the 
end of the world, even all thoſe whom he is pleaſed to in- 
fluence, gift, and ſend into his vineyard. To ſuppoſe that 
the like meſſage does not equally belong to preachers now 
as well as then, would be to ſet aſide THIS GOSPEL, as well 
as the Lord's peculiar calling of men to the office of a 
preacher ; which is a moſt awful cafe in this our day, and 
is the cauſe why thoſe who are only ſent forth by men, or, 
what is worſe, ſend themſelves, preach. not THIS GOSPEL. 


Thus it is implied in my text, that THIS GOSPEL is not 


preached in all the world, © Mheręſoever.“ 


Many nations have it not—many are even deſtitute of 
the revelation of God's word, having no knowledge of 
God, and of his Chriſt, whom to know is eternal life, — 
Moreover, nations which have the letter of the word, have 
not the preaching of THIS GOSPEL: What preaching they 
have, tho* ſuppoſed by the ignorant multitude to be Goſpel, 
and agreeable to Scripture—yet is a wretched pervertion 
of it, as it was once at Galatia, And even in nations 


which have THIS GOSPEL preached, there are many cities, 


towns, villages, churches, and meetings deſtitute. This 
was univerſally the caſe more than_ once with this nation. 


Times had been, when our forefathers, enjoined and ſup- 


ported by authority, preached THIS GOSPEL ; ſome of their 
works are {till alive, which cauſeth the authors, % dead 
to ſpeak. But how were they afterwards ſilenced, depoſed, 
and deſtroyed out of the way, that the fulneſs of the dear 
Immanuel's name might ſound no more in the land. But 
God, who determined this Goſpel to run and be glorified 
in this nation, raiſed up a w man, that bright refulgent {tar, 
Queen ELIZABETH, to ſupport and maintain THIS GOS- 
PEL; through her it flouriſhed and abounded, to the confu- 
ſion of all the enemies of Chriſt, the torment of devils, 
and the joy of ſaints and angels. 


But many years after this, THIS GOSPEL, though eſtab- 
liſhed by authority in the articles of our church, by degrees 
dwindled away, ſo that what was faid of the times when, 
God raiſed up DEBORAH, that mother of 1ſrael of old, 
might have been truly ſaid of thoſe times, when. God raiſed 


up the Great SELINA, CounTEss DOWAGER OF Ho- 


TIN DON The highways were unoccupied, and the 
« travellers 
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« travellers walked through bye-ways, until that I, Debo- 
« rah, aroſe, that I aroſe a mother in Iſrael, Judg. v. 6, 7. 


True it is, that the Lord had, ſome little time prior un- 
to this, awakened the illuſtrious WHITEFIELD, while pur- 
ſuing his ſtudies at the Univerſity, whoſe method in religi- 
ous principles and practices, being altogether different from 
his colleagues, to them appeared altogether. new, which 
gained him the opprobrious, but honourable name of A 
METHODIST. Under that odium, he went forth, com- 
miſſioned from on high, to preach THIS GOSPEL 0 every 
creature in every place where he could find an opening for 
the ſame, and in many places where the doors of churches 
and meetings were ſhut againſt him, there, like his maſter, 
Jeſus, he made the earth his pulpit, and the Heaven his ca- 


nopy- 


Now did the Lord cauſe his grace to find its way ta the heart 
of the wiſe, the noble, and the great Selina. Convinced b 
the Spirit of the exceeding ſinfulneſs of fin, Moſes like, ſhe 
forſook the court for the courts of God; and from being one 
of the firſt there in honor, pride, and pleaſure, ſhe eſteemed 
the reproach of Chriſt greater treaſures than the honors of a 
Coronet. Debaſing herſelf in the eyes of mortals, ſhe ſtep- 
ed forward to the relief of the Proteſtant cauſe, ſhe gave her 
hand to WHITEFIELD to be her chaplain, and her heart to 
Chriſt to be her Lord. She opened her houſe and her 
purſe to ſupport THIs GOSPEL, manifeſting forth her love 
to her Saviour Jeſus, (if poſſible) more than Mary, men- 
tioned in our text; Mary did virtuouſly, but SELINA. 
excelled her in all. Like Mary, ſhe was made willing 
to chuſe, that good part which could not be taken from her. 


Like MARx, ſhe took an humble ſeat at the Saviour's foot- 


ſtool, and, with his poor deſpiſed followers, ſat under the 
droppings of his ſanctuary with great delight, finding the 
fruit of his word ſweet to her taſte. Mary's public teſti- 
mony of love was great, but SELINA's was greater, — 
Mary's alabaſter box of ointment was worth more than 
nine pounds ſterling ; but SELINA gave her thouſands ; her 
all; and all was far too ſmall in her eſteem, to teſtify the 
love ſhe bare to Chriſt, his choſen, and his cauſe. Now 
the Lord was pleaſed to open the lips, and influence the 
minds of ſome ſerious youths to go forth to preach THIS 


3 GOSPEL; . 


1 
GOSPEL ; ſhe gave them the right hand of fellowſhip, and 
as ſhe was firmly attached to the Eftabliſhed Church, 
ſhe endeavoured, as far as in her lay, to ſtand by the conſti- 
tution thereof, by filling their pulpits with men that feared 
God, and hated covetauſneſs—MEN who would maintain her 
articles, her homilies, and liturgies ; but ſhe found great 
oppoſition where ſhe expected, and whefe ſhe ought to have 
found encouragement and ſupport. Whar was to be done? 
God's word proved that their mouths were opened by him-, 
ſelf: Who then could ſtop them ? ſhe therefore opened a 
College of her own at Trevecka, in South Wales. Hither 
were the Lord's meſſengers ſent to improve their talents ; 
but they could not remain long there; for while ſome exer- 


ciſed their gifts at the College Chapel, others employed their 


Sabbaths with ſeeking out a reſting-place for the Ark in 
various parts of the principality of Wales. Mean while, 
WHITEFIELD, going on in the work of the Lord, found 


his work was not in vain, the Lord giving him ſouls for his 


hire, and men for his labour, many of whom, in various 
parts of this kingdom, petitioned for ſtudents to preach the 


word of life unto their ſouls. Hither were they diſpatched 


to preach THIS GOSPEL to the poor: And though ſome 
were like the Saviour's poor preaching fiſhermen of old, 
unlearned and illiterate men, (with reſpect to the wiſdom 
of this world) yet the Lord ſtood by them, and owned their 
meſſage; to the awakening of many precious ſouls out of a 
ſtate of death in treſpaſſes and ſins. The expence of this 
was very great. Here were tutors to pay, board, cloaths, 
and habits for the ſtudents and miniſters ; ſervants to at- 
tend, travelling expences, and that almoſt conſtantly, for and 
hundreds of miles, trom place to place; horſes to purchaſe 
keep, for ſtudents to travel with. Add to this, the vaſt ex- 
pence of purchaſing, building, and repairing places for the 
preaching of THIs GOSPEL, and more than all ; ſupporting 
them all till they could ſupport themſelves. I have carried 
from her the yearly ſupport of a country chapel, as well 
as other ſupplies, to a large amount. We may add likewiſe 
her great liberality to the poor, It is not more than two 


months ago, ſince I ſent a deſerving object to her, to whom 


(while others had a plenty, and no ſuch calls as her, gave 
half a crown) ſhe gave a guinea, 
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In every reſpect, ſhe was a woman of great ſelf-denial— 
not only with reſpect to fin, pleaſure, and the advantages 
of this world, but even with reſpect to many /awful things, 
which her rank, as well as neceſſities, called for. With 
reſpect to fin and pleaſure, I have been moſt credibly in- 
formed of one ſingular inſtance. Some of the ſcoffers of 
the age ſent her incloſed in a letter two maſquerade tickets ; 
both prudence and wiſdom directed her how to make a good 
uſe of them; ſhe ſent and fold them at a coffee-houſe, and 
ſent the money to deliver a poor man who was confined for 


debt. Moreover, the was a woman of great ſelf-denial— 


in denying herſelf even the uſe of her equipage, and of every 
unneceſſary taing, both in apparel and food, yea more; of 
many things that were neceſſary; and I have myſelf re- 
ceived from her all that ſhe could call her own; and ſpeak- 
ing after the manner of men, but for her, I ſhould not be 
ſtanding up here; I ſhould not have been in a public cha- 
racter, as an ambaſſador for Chriſt; for when the Lord 
firſt impreſſed and influenced my heart and mind to go 
forth to preach THIS -GOSPEL, I had not the moſt diſtant 
idea of being what the world call a Methodiſt par ſon, I mean 
out of the church, My views were wholly confined to 
the eſtabliſhed church; but being diſappointed in my de- 
ſign, I endeavoured to give up al thoughts of the work; 
and that God, who ſearcheth the heart, and trieth the 
reigns of the children of men, knoweth ; that J have prayed 
heartily againſt the thoughts of it, 


About this time, a gentleman, with whom I had ſome 
flight acquaintance, and who was known to Lady Hunting- 
don, knowing what my thoughts had been, on a certain 
day interrogated me reſpecting the ſame. I informed him, 
that as my way ſeemed hedged up as to the eſtabliſhment, 
I had given up (or at leaſt deſired to give up) all thoughts 
about the matter. He ſeemed to expreſs his ſorrow on 
that account ; and obſerved to me, that as the Counteſs was 
come to town, if I would go to her College, he would write 
me a letter of recommendation; at the fame time, requeſt- 
ing J might lay by for orders, I. refuſed at firſt, believing 
my deſire to be only a temptation from the enemy of ſouls ; 
(as is frequently the caſe with many), however, I was over- 
ruled. I went, and was accepted on that foundation, her 
Ladyſhip expreſſing her ſurprize and happineſs that the 
Lord had made me willing to give up a very good income, 
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to be his ſervant and ſoldier. But to be brief; I had 
not been long there, before | diſcovered ſome things in 
the eſtabliſhment which I could not ſubſcribe to, and 
which [ coul-l, by no means, conſcientiouſly uſe, viz. 
the order for the baptiſm and the burial of the dead. 
The greater part of the order of baptiſm J could have 
ſubſcribed to, yea did and ſtill do approve of, and uſe 
in this chapel; but the exhortation and thankſgiving 
after baptiſm, I could not conſcientiouſly conform to, being 
a poſitive declaration of what we are not informed of in 
ſcripture ; for tho”, in the firſt part of the ſervice, there is 
a poſitive ſcriptural declaration, that the child is a child of 
wrath ; yet after water is adminiſtered, it is unſcripturally 
declared as politive, that the ſubject is delivered from that 
wrath, and that it is born again of the Holy Ghoſt, which, 
as I am not taught by the ſcriptures, neither can J believe, 
eſpecially when I ſee, that all go aſtray from the - womb z 
and as ſoon as they can ſpeak, ſpeak lies, and increaſe more 
and more to ungodlineſs. The order of the burial of the 
dead to me appears in the ſame light with the tormer ; for 
how could I read over thoſe who die ignorant of Chriſt and 
this Goſpel; yea, enemies to him and it—Yea, more; ſome 
who die ſuddenly in the act of drunkenneſs, debauchery, 
and blaſphemy, and ſuch like, ſuch words as theſe, © "That 
God hath taken their ſouls unto himſelf, and that therefore 
they are committed to the earth in ſure and certain hope of 
the reſurreCtion to eternal life,“ and that this hope is of the 
perſon, being a partaker of it, is evident from the middle part 
of the laſt collect of that ſervice, © We mcekly beſeech thee, 
« Q Father, to raiſe us from the death of fin unto the life 
« of righteouſneſs ; that when we ſha]l depart this life, we 
“% may re/t in him, (Chriſt) as our hope is, this our brother 
« doth.” As to the abſolution in the viſitation of the ſick, 
I did not conſider it at that time; though if I had, it 
would have been another inſurmountable obſtacle to me. — 
The order being as follows: g Here ſhall the ick per- 
% ſon be moved to make a ſpecial confeſſion of his fins, if 
ce he feels his conſcience troubled with any weighty mat- 
« ter. After which confeſſion, the prieſt ſhall abſolve 
„ him, (if he humbly and heartily delire it) after this ſort:“, 


« Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who hath left power to his 
« church to abſolve all finners who truly repent and believe 
& in him, of his great mercy forgive thee thine offences; 
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« and by his authority committed to me, I abſolve thee from 


& all thy fins, in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
« of the Holy Gh.“ | 


Now I expreſſed my objections to her Ladyſhip, and ſhe, 
though very much attached to the eſtabliſhment, yet was 
no bigot to it, as ſome have ſaid, for ſhe very paſively ſaid, 
« Well, if the Lord has a mind to have you in, he will, 
and if not, he will keep you out.” Thus I continued, till 
through oppreſſion ſhe took a medium way, viz. that of the 
ſeceſſion, the which being what I had long wiſhed for, I 
inſtantly fell in with. Some time after this, I recgjved the 


following letter, which will prove her zeal, her knowledge, 
and her faith, dated Bath, July 15, 1783. | 


cc J have received your letter, and though much diſap- 
pointed by not having you to ſerve the Chapel of Briſtol, 
yet your reaſons, with the fidelity I have experignced as the 
general motive of your conduct, obliges me to approve your 
preſent reaſons for declining it at preſent. Let us but go 


on with a ſingle eye, and diſintereſted views, and all, firſt 


or laſt, muſt fall before the ark of God, which we only 
mean to bear for his glory, and the good of immortal fouls. 
Regard not evil men, leave them to their miſerable devices ; 
they muſt lie down in ſorrow, while all theſe ſparks are of 
their own kindling, and are the only weapons of their war- 
fare. The Lord provides daily for us more and more la- 
bours, and more and more preachers, that through the 
many and gr:evous trials | meet with, 1 have only to pra 
for meekneſs of wiſdom, and reſolve to go through Hell 
with the ſtrength of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 


& As the Lord owns and bleſſes you, leave with him your 
honeſt cauſe, and the more he tries and proves you, the more 
honor he means to put upon you, the ſeceſſion daily 
meets the approbation of many—enemies prove it good— 
let us not fear—No human intereſt, views, or purpoſes 
obliged us to it. Neceſſity for the love of Chriſt, and his 
ELECT, was the ſole meaning, and for practice we had no 
other way to take, to give as little offence as poſſible to 
Jew, Gentile, or the church of God. I commend you 
to the Lord with every divine blefling in grace, gifts, and 
true and Godly fimplicity, ſtand as ſtill as you can in every 


ſtorm, 
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ſtorm, and the Lord ſhall fight for you, and you ſhall hold 


1 your peace.“ | 
Another, which beſpeaks her a woman of great faith, is 
N dated Bath, Feb. 19, 1784.— 
” 
” Speaking of the vaſt ſums neceſſary to carry on the work, 
l, of Chriſt, together with public taxes, &c. ſhe ſays, “ This 
l, comes heavy upon the people, even the moſt willing, and 
1 others who want diſpoſition, make up but too generally the 
congregations of the profeſſing churches. Theſe are facts 
[ for human fears; and did not the Lord keep faith alive, 
on (all things being poſſible to him) we muſt utterly faint ; yet 
85 bleſſed be the Lord we will be, though faint fill purſuing, 
I am ſure, that a humble diſintereſtedneſs and faithtulneſs 
for him alone, will win the day, in ſpight of Hell and all 
the powers of darkneſs, and every thing but this, ought to 
I, have its right ſtamp; as belonging to the world, and is in 
* the end proved to be of the world.“ 
1 Moreover, many chapels, meetings, and churches, have 
ſt been, or are ſupplied, with THIS GOSPEL through her 
1 means, many of her ſtudents having qualified themſelves 


for the eſtabliſhment, and found reception therein, and 
2 | many who could not conform for conſcience ſake, have ac- 
cepted of calls from diflenting or independent congregations, 
ſo that there are very few places where THIs GOSPEL is 
80 preached, but have (or have had) paſtors or ſupplies from 


12 out of her connection. 


And in all her exerciſes, moral, civil, and religious, ſhe 
was much for the aſſurance of faith, experiencing the com- 
forts of it herſelf, and inſiſting on the neceflity of it for 


Ur | others; and indeed, my friends, religion is but a poor uncom- 
do fortable thing without it. Aſſurance of faith is abſolutely 
a neceſſary to our comfort here, and hopes of future felicity. 

es True it is, that al God's people who are called by grace, 
us are not partakers of it, but if any of them have it not, they 
20 earneſtly deſire it, they long for it, they are ſeeking after 
8 it, in the uſe of thoſe means God has ordained. This 
2Uu diſtinguiſhes them from the world, and the carnal profeſ- 
4: ſors, who are contented with a form of godlineſs, while they 

are 
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are deſtitute of the power thereof; but a child of God, 
convinced of the evil of ſin, the evil of the world, the evil of 
his nature, and the power of the evil one, the devil; can ob- 
tain no happineſs here, nor hope of being happy hereafter, 
but by faith in the blood of the Lamb for pardon, in his 
obedience for juſtification, and in the exceeding great and 


precious promiſes of the Bible for divine ſupport, protec- . 


tion, and deliverance out of all their troubles, trials, and 
temptations. And if a perſon has this faith in exerciſe, 
they know they have it, they are ſure of it; they can ſay, 
= f know whom I have believed, and I am perſuaded, (not 
« by man) that he is able to keep that which I have com- 
& mitted unto him againſt that day,” 2 Tim. i. 12. It 
was this aſſurance that carried her through every difficulty, 
and enabled her to lift up her head with joy, knowing that 
her completed eliverance drew nigh, 


Moreover this aſſurance of her's did nor ariſe from any 
view ſhe had of any thing in her, or performed by her ; ſhe 
was not perfect, neither did ſhe believe the doctrine of per- 
fection any more than ſhe did juſtification by works; no, 
nor yet an election in time, upon foreſeen faith or works; 
for it was upon theſe accounts, with others of a ſimilar na- 
ture, that ſhe, for many years paſt, ſplit friendſhip with 
Me. Weſieys, whoſe tenets ſhe looked upon as dangerous 


and deſtructive: Her experience, like the experience of 


every true believer, taught her better things ; ſhe felt the 
workings of a corrupt will and affections, which warred 
againſt the law of her mind; ſhe had her weak fide, as 
well as others of God's people ; ſhe was often ſanguine in 
her expectations, and too credulous reſpecting reports, eſ- 
pecially when brought or ſent by ſome ſuppoſed choice 
friend : and therefore, when ſhe has been thought to blame, 
and has been condemned, reſpecting ſome of her public pro- 
ceedings, Oy with ſome of her ſtudents and miniſters, 
ſhe rather merited our pity than our ſcorn : Seeing that ſhe 
was often greatly impoſed upon by ſnakes in the graſs, whom 
ſhe generally found out in the end. I have annexed this by 
way of reproof to ſome, (one in particular) who is guilty in 
this reſpect, if by any means God might bring him and others 
to repentance ; and if any one will, after this obfervation, 
cenſure and condemn her, let them firſt of all pull the beam 
out of their own eye. I now come to obſerve, that where- 
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fever this Goſpel is or ſhall be preached, there ſhall alſo, 
this that this woman hath done be told for a memorial of her. 


In the FIRST PLACE, what Mary did. This is told in 
the reading of the ſcriptures, as they are appointed or cho- 
ſen to be read in public, God graciouſly cauſing her name 

and her a# to be recorded in the ſcriptures of truth to her 
everlaſting memory; and on the Sunday following the 
day that the Counteſs was buried, I was wonderfully 
ſtruck with the leſſons for the day, ſeeing they were 
in many reſpects applicable to her, elpecially thoſe in the 
Old Teſtament, which were. the hiſtory of Deborah, and 
her ſong of victory. Judges, chapters 4th and Sith. 


SECONDLY, It is told in the preaching of this goſpel, 
Miniſters of Chriſt ſee it their duty and privilege to ſpeak 
frequently of Mary, of her faith and labour of love which 
ſhe ſhewed toward the Saviour, 


And though the Lord has not perſonally ſpoken of Selina 
in the ſcriptures, yet ſhe is included in the following pre- 
dictions and promiſes “ The memory of the juſt is bleſ- 
cc ſed,” Prov. x. 7.—< The righteous ſhall be in everlaſt- 
ec ing remembrance,” Pſal. exii. 6. This is the cafe with 
reſpect to many ſuch gone before, ſuch as Calvin, Luther, 
Whitefield, and others, whoſe names, faith, and labours I. 
love, are ever freſh in the memory of the people of God | 
in rh So. and ſuch will ever be the caſe with reſpect 
to the Counteſs of Huntingdon. Thoſe who love to talk of 
the glorious and righteous acts of the Lord, will be con- 
ſtrained at times to ſpeak of them as manifeſted in, thro', 
and upon her, eſpecially by thoſe who have, or {tall re- 
ceive from the Lord, ſpiritual bleſſings through the medium 
of her connection. | 


Further? it will be told as a wonder, FIRST, becauſe 
ſhe was only a woman, the woman being the weaker veſſel. 
Thus the Holy Ghoſt hath repreſented the whole church 
of Chriſt by a woman, Rev. xi. 1, „And there appeared 
« a great wonder in Heaven, a women.” Nothing can 
be a greater wonder than for a woman literally or myſti- 
cally to be in Heaven; ſeeing in either ſenſe her weaknels, 
her ignorance, and her wickedneſs is exceeding great. Se- 
lina hath been matter of wonder to thouſands, not only »

the church of Chriſt, but to the ſynagogue of ſatan; to 
her acquaintance, relations, and enemies, that 4 gay noble 
woman ſhould ſo deny herſelf of all that they call good; 
and be fo ſwallowed up in the work of religion; the 
church of Chriſt hath wondered at it, becauſe there are 
not many wiſe, not many mighty, not many noble, called, 1 Cor. 
i. 26. She hath been the wonder of Deiſts ! for ſome 
have been forced to ſay to other ſome of her enemies, if 
the Bible was right ſhe was right, both in faith and prac- 
tice, whereas. many who profeſſedly acknowledge to receive 


the ſame Bible, neither believe nor practice what is direct- 
ed therein, | 


But again, this ſhall be told for her honor, for a memo- 
rial. Many have, do, and will talk diſhonorably of her; 
reproach and vilify both her and hers. In the younger 
part of her life, when firſt ſetting out in the ways of God, 
what ſcandalous reports from the ſtrife of tongues were 
caſt out againſt her and her miniſters, without any other 


foundation than the natural enmity of their own human 


heart, manifeſting its hatred to the light, and ſuch all true 
chriſtians muſt expect, in proportion as they ſtand forth 
in the cauſe of Chriſt, “ For if they have called Chriſt 
« the maſter of the houſe, Beelzebub, how much mare 
4 ſhall they call them of his houſhold,” Matt. x. 26. How 
have many, the comparatively moral, as well as the prodi- 
gal and debachee, told of her death with a kind of triumph, 
and ſaid, I am glad that old devil is dead—fhe is gone to hell, 
&c. How they will anſwer it at the bar of God, let their 
conſciences judge! But as there are thoſe who are born 
again, who love him that begat ; ſo they love them that are 
begotten of him, and they will ever be telling of the ho- 
nor of the Lord upon her. 


Mary had much ſaid againſt her firſt by her ſiſter ;— 
How angry was MARTHA, when Mary fat at the Savi- 
our's feet to hear the gracious words which came out of 
his lips; ſhe complained of her to Chriſt bitterly. “ Lord, 


faith ſhe, doſt thou not care that my ſiſter hath left me 


<« to ſerve alone? Bid her therefore that ſhe help me.“ — 
But the Saviour honored Mary, faying, „Mary hath 
« choſen that good part which ſhall not be taken from 
« her.” Judas, (and the reſt of the diſciples thro' him,) 
murmured at her liberality, as though it was profuſion and 
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waſte, but the Saviour honoured her, ſaying, © Let her 
« alone; why trouble ye the woman; She hath wrought 
« a good work on me. Verily I fay unto you, whereſo- 
tc ever this goſpei ſhall be preached throughout the whole 
« world, there fhall alſo this that this woman hath done 
ce be told for a memorial of her.“ 


Moreover it was to be told of Mary, and it ſhall be 
told of SELINA to encourage others of God's people to 
go forward in faith and patience, Thus the pp apoſtle 
told the believing Hebrews what the Patriarchs and Pro- 
phets, through faith and patience, had done *, to encour- 
age them to preſs on. Wherefore, (faith he) ſeeing 
« we alſo ate compaſſed about with ſo great a cloud of 
« witneſſes, let us lay aſide every weight, and the fin 
« which doth ſo eaſily beſet us, and let us run with patience 
<« the race ſet before us, looking unto Jelus the author 
« and finiſher of our faith.” |

It was likewiſe to be told of the one, and muſt be told 
of the other, to excite others to liberality.— Paul told the 
Corinthians what the Macedonians hath done, that he might 
excite them to go and do likewiſe. “ To their power, 
„ (faith he) yea, and beyond their power—they abounded 
« unto the riches of their liberality.” Many who have a 
little of this world's good, have already been excited by her 
example, ſince her death, to double their fubſcriptions toward 
the ſupport of the college, and other parts of the work, 
ſo that there is a greater proſpect of this goſpe! running, 
and being glorified, than ever there was while the was liv- 
ing; ſo that the loſs of one, is the gain of many more. 


May the Lord enable each one of you, my friends, to 
give and ſubſcribe to the Lord's cauſe largely, that your ene- 
mies may ſee. that you are in good earneſt, having a bleſ- 
ſed determination, that if money can be inſtrumental to win 
the day for Chriſt, you will count it dung and droſs +;

love which ye have ſhewed toward his names. True it is, 
we have loſt a valuable friend, the head of a large connec- 
tion of Miniſters and people. But our greate/t head is 
alive; he is the head of all, the head we have loſt was no 
head in compariſon with him; he is head over all things 
to this church; he is the head of government; the 
government of his church is upon his ſhoulder ; he govern- 
ed her, and he has the hearts of all men in his hand, and 
he can and will turn them as ſeemeth beſt to his godl 

wiſdom ; he is the beſt manager; he doth all things = 
and maketh every thing work together for the good of his 
church and people; he is too wile to err, and too good to 
do his 448 be any harm; all is well: Why then do the | 
heathen rage, and the people imagine a vain thing. 


Are all the foes of Zion fools, 
Who would devour her ſaints ? 
Do they not know her Saviour rules, 
- And pities her complaints ? 


He who is the head of government over his church, is 
likewiſe the governor of the whole univerſe, yea, of Hea- 
ven, earth, and hell. As Man Mediator, he has “ all 
« power given to him in Heaven and in earth * ;” and as 
« God, „ The earth is his, and the fulneſs thereof ;“ 
« He made all things for himſelf, yea, even the wicked | 
« for the day of evil f.” Therefore neither devils or 
wicked men can go any farther in any of their ſchemes 
and executions than their chain will let them; they are 
chained up by God's eternal decrees, his power, and his 
wiſdom ; ſo that what he, in providence, ſays to the proud 
waves of the ſea, he likewiſe ſaith to devils and wicked 
men“ Hitherto ſhalt thou go, but no further.” When 
God our Saviour ſees it neceſſary to purge his church f 
hypocrites, and to purify his people from their manifold i 
corruptions, he lengthens out their enemy's chain, to per- 
ſecute, and ſometimes to mike waſte and deſtroy ; but 
yet, “ one grain ſhall not fall to the ground $;” not one 
true believer ſhall be loſt : But this power of devils, or 
wicked men, exerciſed over and upon the church of Chriſt, ® 

is very dreadful where it falls; and why not fall on ih 
wig 
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who profeſs Chriſt's goſpel in this nation? We have ſymp- 


toms of it; we truly deſerve it; and yet ſuch is the ſtate 
of the church in general now, that few, very few indeed, 
can diſcover any ſymptoms of ſuch a diſorder ; and thoſe 
who do, are as ſupine and careleſs as thoſe who don't. 
On the one hand, what pride and loftineſs, gaiety in dreſs, 
extravagancy in houſes, furniture, and proviſion for the 
fleſh : In ſhort, walking after the courſe of this world, is to 


be found and ſeen, among profeſſors of THIS GOSPEL, and 


that almoſt univerſally—yea, with reſpect to ſome miniſters, 
as well as people; ſo that it may be truly ſaid, „As with 
ce the people, ſo with the prieſt; and have we not reaſon 
to fear that the Lord will viſit for thoſe things, as he hath 
ever done; we have! Therefore who can tell, but our 


friend is “ taken away from the evil to come;“ and yet, 


where is the perſon, the family, the ſociety, or the church, 
who lays it to heart, who mourns before the Lord on the 
account of thoſe things ; our ſable chapels carry with 
them a mournful aſpect ; but is it not a form or cuſtom ? 


who mourns within their hearts that we have loſt one 


great pillar of the church? If our houſes, or the church, 
namely the literal building, were ſupported by pillars, and 
one main pillar was beat down or decayed, we ſhould be filled 
with fears leſt the building ſhould fall, and ſhould endea- 
vour, as far as in us lay, to put another, or others, in its 


room to prevent it. 


True it is, as I have before obſerved, as Chriſt is the 
head of his church, ſo he is likewiſe the foundation of the 
ſame; ſo that it can never fall, (i. e.) finally; yet it may 


externally «and 1 fall and decay for a time, as 


hath been ſhewed in the firſt part of this diſcourſe; there- 


fore if you, my friends, truly felt the loſs, you would, on 


the one hand, come forth with your ſubſtance in your 
hands to ſupply the vacuum, while you would earneſtly 
and conſtantly wreſtle with the Lord in prayer to bleſs the 
ſame, for the continuance of that extenſive work from 
which the Lord hath called his Servant; but this alone 
will . make it a ſhew of godlineſs; it will not avert 


deſerved judgments; your own diſorders muſt be cured: 


That pride and loftineſs, gaiety, and extravagancy, in 


houſes,

houſes, country-houſes, furniture, and proviſion, muſt be 
cured, as it was in the Counteſs, and then the faving 
applied to the ſupport of the Goſpel, and from walking 
after the courſe of this world, muſt have your courſe 
changed to the courſe of thoſe who walked through much 
tribulation—then ſhall we have every reaſon to expect the 
continuance of this Goſpel with us, having every promiſe 
on our ſide; for remember, though the promiſes of our 
ſalvation are ſovereign and abſolute, yet there are condi- 
tional promiſes reſpecting bleſſings in this life; yea, even 
with reſpect to the continuance or removal of this Goſpel, 
thus the Lord ordered John' to write to the church of 
& Epheſus “ I know thy works, and thy labour, and thy 
« patience, and how thou canſt not bear them which are 
« evil; and thou haſt tried them which ſay they. are 
c apoſtles, and are not; and haſt found them liars, and 
cc haſt borne, and haſt patience, and for my Name's fake 
« haſt laboured, and haſt not fainted.” ere the Lord 
himſelf acknowledges many good things in them, yea, 
ſeems to allow them to be his people; but what of that? 
he immediately adds“ Nevertheleſs I have ſomewhat 
e againſt thee, becauſe thou haſt left thy firſt love. Re- 
« member therefore from whence thou art fallen, and re- 
« pent, and do the firſt works; or elſe I will come unto 
<« thee, quickly, and will remove thy candleftick (the goſ- 
c pel) out of his place, Rev. ii. 1, 5. Therefore don't 
think that becauſe you may be believers waſhed in the 
blood of Chriſt, and juſtihed from all things, that there- 
fore you ſhall eſcape the Lord's judgments in this world, 
you have the more reaſon to expect them. Hear what

may, like the infidels of old, fay, Where is the ſign of | 


theſe judgments coming on us? To ſuch let our Lord 
himſelt give an anſwer. „ Ye can diſcern the ſign of the 


% ſky, but how is it that ye cannot diſcern the ſigns of 
« theſe times.“ 


But let perſecution come as ſoon as it may, however 


heavy it may fall, and that upon thoſe who perhaps leaſt 
deſerve it, yet it thall be in the hands of our Governor and 
| | Our 
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our head, worked together for his church's good in gener- 
al; ſo that at laſt it ſhall be ſaid, he hath done all things 
well. 


I come, in the next place, to obſerve, that both Mary and 
Selina will riſe up in judgment againſt thouſands. And 
here it may be neceſſary to remember, both for the com- 
fort of the godly, as well as for the terror of hy- 
pocrites and the wicked, eſpecially her particular ene- 
mies, that ſhe is not dead, but fleepeth—nat that her foul 
ſleepeth, ſome idly and ignorantly dream that every depart- 
ed ſoul ſleeps till the reſurrection, which is eaſily confuted 
by the ſcriptures. Our Lord's dying words to the thief 
on the croſs, is one great proof to the contrary - To- day 
« thou ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe.” Our Lord could 
not mean his body ſhould be with him; for none was 
buried with Chriſt, he being buried by himſelf in a place 
where never man lay before; therefore Chriſt muſt mean 
his ſoul, which, if in Paradiſe, could not be aſleep But the 
greateſt confutation of that horrid ſcheme is Paul's anxiety, 
mentioned in Phil. i. 22, 23, where he tell us, he did not 
know which to chuſe, life or death, that he had a deſire to 
depart and be with Chriſt, which was far the beſt, but to 
abide in the fleſh was more needful for the church, 


Now, as the church received ſo much benefit from 
Paul, and his heart was ſo much ſet upon their benefit, if 
his ſoul was to ſleep when out of the body, it would have 
been better for him to have remained in the body, where- 
as he ſays, it was far beſt for him to be abſent from the 
lady, that he might be preſent with the Lord: Therefore, 
from the foregoing accounts of. the deceaſed, we are bound, 
in the greateſt judgment of charity to believe that her ſoul 
is returned to God who gave it, Time is but ſhort when 
that ſoul ſhall come forth from God to re-animate the | 
ſame duſt which ſhe layed down; and then will ſhe ftand 
forth at the bar, againſt all thoſe who have oppoſed her in 
che work of the Lord, and witneſs the ſame againſt them. 
What confuſion will fill the faces of many clergy and 
laity, rich and poor, at that day, who have exerted them- 
ſelves to the uttermoſt to ſtop or overturn the work of the 


ever Lord in her hands; not only fo, but againſt all her revi- 
caſt lers and falſe accuſers, and as many as have evil will at 
and ; Lion.

In this point of view, our loſs is her gain—now ſhe is 
delivered from a poor weak diſordered body, there is no 
more pain, no diſeaſe, nor diſorders. 


She has no more ſorrow of mind, while, on her earth, 
ſhe had a large ſhare of it; ſhe was not like other women in 
ſorrow with their families only, with a number of children 
and relations, but ſhe had the care of many churches on 
her, which brought great, yea almoſt continual ſorrow up 
her mind: But now her care and ſorrow is no more, every 
tear is as it were wiped from her eyes, and ſhe has gained 
a crown much more noble than a cornet, or the crown of 


England: a crown of glory that fadeth not away. 


And now, my friends, are we prepared to follow her ?— 
Perhaps ſome may be ſaying, Let me die the death of

them, who, through faith and patience, inherit the pro- 
miſes; the wicked and flothful deſireth and hath nothing +. 
« Examine yourſelves whether ye be in the faith; prove 
« your own ſelves, know ye not your own ſelves, how that 
ce. Nas Chriſt is in you, except ye be reprobates ?”? 
2 Cor. xiii. 5. Many profeſſors there are who never have 
examined themſelves ; they have taken up their religion 
upon truſt ; upon the credit or veracity of fellow-mortals, 
as deſtitute of true religion as themſelves ; theſe perhaps 
have a hymn book and a ticket z they come, and fit as God's 
people fit; they hear God's word, but they neither un- 
derſtand it, or believe it: Church, meeting, or chapel is a 
matter of indifference to theſe, though each may differ in 
point of faith neceſſary to ſalvation; they only go eg 
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their friends, or becauſe they like the place, &c. Ano- 
ther mark by which they are known is, they think it very 
uncharitable in any one to think or ſay, that any one is loſt, 
let them die in what principles they may ; and the reaſon 
is, they have no principles of their own, elſe they would 
know, that unleſs a man believes THIS GOSPEL, he cannot 
pg Theſe have a form of godlineſs, perhaps are 

led Methodiſis, but their method is of their own mak- 
ing, ahd not of God's, being deſtitute of the root of the 


matter in them. 


But there are ſome who do examine themſelves, but 
then it is in a wrong glaſs, by a bad copy, or a falſe rule ; 
they examine themſelves by others; they both ſee and hear 
of many whoſe outward life and deportment is very bad, 
and they thank God that they are not ſuch, and therefore 


they conclude that they are in the faith; whereas, were 


their outward lives and deportments as blameleſs as that of 
an angel, it would be no proof they were in the faith. 


Paul, before, as well as after his converſion, was © as 
ce touching the righteouſneſs in the law blameleſs,” but he 
was deſtitute of the faith of the goſpel, as well as a great 
enemy to the ſame, , | 


Come then, my friends, let us reaſon together : What 
do you know and believe of THIS GOSPEL? What do you 
know and believe of it for yourſelves ? Have you ever been 
deeply convinced that you were deſtitute of any intereſt in 
it? Have you felt your need of it? Have you been made 
willing to renounce your all? your righteouſneſs and all 
for the ſake of it? if ſo, have you diſcovered the cauſe 
that you thus differ from others ? That it was not owing 
to any free will or powers of your's? Have you reſolved it 
all into the free, ſovereign, and diſcriminating love of the 
Father? Who will have mercy on whom he will have 
mercy? If fo, this will be ſufficient to influence you to 
tread in Mary's. and SELINA's ſteps, while, with the 
Lord's ftrength in your weakneſs, you will alſo be able to

OU wiſh for my advice relative to the Miniſtry, 
From the connection you ſtand in with me, you have 

a juſt right to claim, not only my wiſhes and prayers for 
you, but the long experience of a poor unprofitable ſer- 
| vant, now near fifty years facing Hell and the World in 
| my moſt dear and divine Maſter JesUs CHRIST's ſervice, 


| and while I am aſhamed of myſelf, I daily glory more in 
| is 


ith 
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his ſhewing any mercy to ſuch a poor worm of the duſt as 
I know myſelf to be. 


Two points I muſt lay down as moſt indiſpenſible qua- 
lifications for a Miniſter of the cverlaſting Gofpel. The 
firſt is, 


TRE invariable conviction that the Church of Chrift 
can have no eſtabliſhment upon earth but that continued to 
it, which came down from Heaven,on the day of Pentecoſt. 
From thence only all truth can be derived; all elſe muſt 
be of the world, as having no better origin; and what 
does not come down from * can have no property 
that can cauſe it's return thither. This is the true church 
of Chri!t only, under all denominations upon earth— 
Modes, manners, and political governments of all kinds, 
prove but the diſtreſs of the times, from our ignorance, 
carnality, and unbelief in the Son of God. Take fo 
many dead men, and dreſs them in their coffins, in the 
habit of each profeſſion of religion upon earth, they are {til 
but dead bodies, you ſee all they are: Such only is the 
church, the people, or the individuals that are not of that 
Jeruſalem from above. Look then to that call, which is 
to that church—T h:s true church has nothing but faich to 
live upon—As it belongs not to this world, it cannot even 
rationally be ſuppoſed it can find any thing here of it's own 
nature, to continue life to it. Therefore it cannot exiſt 
without faith, which is the gift of God. 


This then, mull be the ſecond point, to prove your Mi- 


niſtry fruitfulOrdinances have all their bleffings, as the 


fruits only of the true church's original excellence, but all 
theſe muſt be adminiſtered by faita, and received by faith, 
or not poſſibly profitable. All things are poffible to him 
that believech.“ Why has God taken ſuch pains to re- 
cord, for near ſix thouſand -ycars, our bretier and lifter 
worms, but becauſe they believed and truſted Him; and 
theſe favorites of his were never to be forgotten in time, 
nor through all eternity, for no better reaſon, and ſurely 
good enough, whilſt they glorified moſt, his tender mer- 


cCies and faithfulneſs to the weak, miſerable, and rebellious. 


Let us now ſee the properties ef this faith, “ By it we 
ſtand,” No ſound ground under our feet, for an inch, 
| T 2 but 
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but what this maintains for us. Overcomes the world.” 
« This is the victory, even our faith.” —< Obtains pro- 
miſes, works righteouſneſs.” And then all miraculous 
conſequences follow by it's power. “ By faith we en- 
dure.” Why? As ſeeing him that is inviſible. It has 
its hope founded upon evidence, and for this reaſon, the 
older and wiſer had that report, due to the. conſiſtency of 
their practice. By this one faith, and no other, Enoch 
walked with God, and had this teſtimony, that he pleaſed 
him—the property and effects to him were tranſlation, 
and never taſting death. To enforce this one Faith, St. 
Paul fays upon this ſubject, „ Without faith, it is im- 
poſſible to pleaſe God.” How vain then are all our ſel- 
h{h hopes and fears whilſt without that, which can only 
pleaſe God; and is his own free gift to the helpleſs, vile, 
needy ſons of men, Here then is the church, and only 
church that laſts for eternity, both from it's foundation, 
from Heaven derived, and by that only mean it can be ſup- 
ported while on earth, conſiſtent with its divine origin, 
Viz. by that faith only, which is the gift of God; and 
which will abide with us till the ſwellings of Jordan bear us 
where love, from the eternal viſion of Jeſus Chriſt, con- 


ſtitutes our heaven of glory; and this as immutable as 


God's attribute of love can make it. 


What ſhall I ſay more? but (as a faithful friend to your ſoul, 
your labours, your comforts in time, and your eternal bleſſed- 
neſs hereafter) examine theſe your high privileges, if called 
to miniſter in this glorious church, whoſe origin is from 
God, and whoſe further gift does alſo ſupport it for you—till 
fully convinced of theſe truths. «© Lo here, or Lo there,” 
will be your fruitleſs ſearch—Let prayer for this faith prove 
to you the reaſonableneſs and truth of the firſt calling, 
when your poor, ignorant, and fimple heart was warmed 
from Heaven to feel theſe important wants, relief from 
guilt, a friend in God for eternity, freedom from conſcious 
and awful fears, ſenſible of no power, goodneſs, or even 
rational concluſion to hope for preſent or future happineſs. 
What a never to be forgotten proof and ftrong evidence 
had you here, of the infinite value (could you have then 
ſeen it) of that very church, of which this ray of truth 
(ſhining, though] the darkneſs comprehended it not) was

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truth, from a riſing evidence that muſt _ you forward, 
both to grace and glory. Theſe muſt riſe through the 
multiplied evils of your own nature ; but ſure you and I 
ought to yield humbly and thaukfully to all we can ſuffer, 
for a purpoſe ſo great, ſo ſupremely excellent in it's final 
and certain concluſion—W as that glorious Saviour of ſin- 
ners, as God manifeſted in the fleſh—was he obliged to 
come from Heaven through all unrighteouſneſs, or he ne- 
ver could have taken our nature, and deſtroyed our fin in 
it? And ought we to complain, whilſt we find he is by 
thoſe ſtruggles, oy breaking forth through all our un- 
_ righteouſneſs, in order to clothe us with himſelf as our beſt 
robe? Silence, filence forever then theſe helliſh com- 
plaints; and let us by faith embrace (in all our griefs and 
ſorrows, and through all) this our ſtrong hold. The ſure 
victory is to be obtained by faith. 


The more ſcriptural and ſimple your addreſs (in the 
Miniſtry) to the heart the better; applying to facts 
There the poſitive evils, there ſcripture, with the know- 
ledge of theſe evils in your own heart, is that truth our 
Lord muſt bleſs ; he can bear witneſs to nothing elſe, as 
he, emphatically and eſſentially, is Truth :tjelf: O] that 
he may give you that powerful faith that overcomes the 
ſinner's heart; and though Hell ſhould riſe in judgment 
againſt you, One above all ſhall ſay, „ Well done, good 
and faithful ſervant.” Want of this Faith makes cowards 
of poor mortals, and makes many fearing hearts obey the 
devil from temporal views, whilſt pangs of conviction haunt 
their waking hours—the Lord's moſt wife and molt graci- 
ous providence is towards that honeſt and warm heart, that 
faithfully relies on him. O, may my maternal advice meet 
in your ſpirit the only guide into all truth. A day is 
coming, if you abide a wiſe and faithful ſervant, when the 
brighter day dawn ſhall appear, and He, who calls himſelf 
the Bright and Morning Star, ſhall ariſe, never to ſet more. 


Prove all things in a ſimple and childlike ſpirit; but 


never forget this repeated counſel — Reaſon not by multiplied 
ideas, it is the bane of all good ſenſe and true ſimplicity 
and our only great Prophet points at it's inſufficiency, 
when he ſays, by taking thought, “you cannot make one 
hair black or white,” and if not able by this tho? to do the 
leaſt, how unreaſonable to have hope in greater matters!
